Israeli artillery pounded Palestinian positions in 
southern Lebanon for the fourth straight day yesterday 
and Israeli and Syrian combat aircraft overflew Beirut. 
Jerusalem radio reports this morning that a UN-mediated 
cease-fire between Israeli and Palestinian forces took 
effect shortly before midnight last night. The clandes- 
tine Voice of Lebanon reports, however, that the unof- 
ficial cease-fire was broken for about an hour early this 
morning when Israeli artillery and gunboats exchanged 25X1
